Ship-to-Shore Flier 
Missing With Mail 


Six Hydroplanes Return to 
Cherbourg After a Vain 


Search for Postal Plane. 


Cherbourg, Sept. 13 (A.P.).—Six hy- 
droplanes returned here at nightfall, 
rafter failing to find any trace of the 
postal hydroplane which disappeared 
this afternoon after having been 
launched 800 miles at sea from the 
French Line steamer Lle de France.

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Pay Roll Bomber Is Shot 
After Killing Policeman 


Jaworski, Confessed Slayer of Two Others, Who Fought 
Way Out of Jail, Wounded and Caught in 
Detroit—Blew Up Cash Truck. 


Cleveland, Ohio., Sept. 13 (A.P.).— 
Paul Jaworski, one of the men who en- 
gineered the sensational dynamiting of 
an express company truck in Pitts- 
burgh in March, 1927, and then escaped 
from the Allegheny County Jail while 
awaiting sentence for the death of a 
guard, killed in the hold-up, was shot 
and captured here today. He was be- 
lieved dying tonight. 

Jaworski was brought down as. he 
tried to escape from a house where he 
had taken refuge after a fight in which 
he killed one patrolman and injured 
another. 

Patrolman Anthony Wieczorek was 
killed by a bullet in the head and 
George E. Effinger, a fellow officer, was 
in a hospital tonight from wounds re- 
ceived in the fight. Ben Majsterok, 4 
bystander, was injured by a _ stray 
bullet. | 

Jaworski was surprised by the patrol- 
men and two Pittsburgh detectives who 
walked into a restaurant in an outlying 
section where he was eating with a 


companion. Jaworski opened fire with- 
out a word and Wieczorek fel§ dead at 
the first shot. Effinger and the two de- 
tectives closed in on the fugitive, but 
he made his way out of the restaurant 
and ran to a house in a lumber yard two 
blocks away. The officers followed, 
pouring bullets at him as he fled, but 
he got to the house apparently un- 
injured. The companion disappearcd 
during the chase. 

A flying squad of police, and every 
available patrolman and motorcycle of- 
ficer in the vicinity were summoned 
and the officers closed in on the house. 
For several minutes, Jaworski held 
them at bay, and then, his ammuni- 
tion apparently running low, he 
dashed through the back door, firing 
as he came. Patrolman Youra Koudela 
met him at the door and dropped him 
with a charge of buckshot.

Miss Julia Ballenger, 23 years old, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Peyton R 
Ballenger, whose home ‘~ on Telegraph 
road, just outside of Alexandria, died 
last night at the Alexandria Hospital 
as the result of severe burns sustained 
while attempting to light a fire in the 
kitchen stove at her home with kero- 
sene.

Other Methodist ministers of the 
District were questioned as to a speech 
by Dr. J. E. Skillington, of Altoona, 
Pa., speaking in Peoria as a represen- 


tative of the Board of Prohibition, 
Temperance and Public Morals, and as 
to a statement by Bishop Titus Lowe 
in Tacoma, Wash. Dr. Skillington 
urged every Methodist minister to de- 
nounce the candidacy of Gov. Smith 
from the pulpit, while Bishop Lowe 
echoed the sentiment. 


Only three of nine local Methodist 
pastors, who could be reached last 
night, failed to make some statement 
in regard to the view of the two 
clergymen. The six who did make plain 
their attitude were almost unanimous 
in their opinion that the _ political 
question was a proper subject for de- 
bate in the pulpit, and nearly all ot 
them indicated plans for more or less 
vigorous prosecution of such a cam- 
paign from local pulpits. 


The Rev. J. E. James, of the Con- 
gress Heights M. E. Church, said that 
he regarded political discussion in ser- 
mons as entirely proper. He said that 
he would not commit himself on the 
matter at present, but that he “had 
never hesitated” to express himself ‘‘on 
any moral issue.” In view of the fact 
that the District 1s composed to some 
extent of a non-voting population, 
however, he continued, he did not 
feel that he was called upon to do 
anything in this campaign. 


Will Attack Gov. Smith. 


A forthright declaration came from 
the Rev. A. S. Mowbray, of the Mas- 
sachusetts Avenue M. E. Church, who 
said in no uncertain terms that he 
would continue to attack Gov. Smith 
in the future as he had in the past. 

He said that he agreed thoroughly 
with Bishop Lowe and Dr. Skillington, 
whom he characterized as “safe men.” 
The local minister declared that for 25 
years his church had stood for prohi- 
bition in its present form, and that 
he also was thoroughly committed to 
if personally.

Refuse to Make Comment. 


The three ministers who refused to 
comment were the Rev. J. S. Montgom- 
ery, of the Metropolitan M. E. Church; 
and chaplain of the House of Repre- 
sentatives; the Rev. F. B. Harris, of the 
Foundry M. E. Church, and the Rev.

Peoria, Ill., Sept. 13 (A.P.).—Speak- 
ing as a representative of the Meth- 
odist Board of Temperance, Prohibition 
and Public Morals, the Rev. J. E. Skil- 
lington, of Altoona, Pa. last night 
made a plea that ‘the candidacy of 
Alfred E. Smith be denounced from 
every pulpit of the Methodist Church 
in America,” in an address before the 
central and Illinois conference of the 
church.

LONG-DISTANCE BUSES. 

With the arrival in New York this week of 
the first bus making a transcontinental jour- 
ney upon regular schedule, it may well be said 
that the bus now stands as rival of the rail- 
road in every phase of passenger carrying. The 
railroads have been hard hit by the bus in short 
hauls. Now bus operators have extended their 
competition until, for practically any journey, 
the passenger has the choice of bus or train. 
The transcontinental buses leave New York 
thrice daily. They complete the 3,433-mile 
trip from coast to coast in five days and four- 
teen hours. Passengers ride in individual seats, 
either sitting or reclining, and the adoption 
of sleeper buses is planned for the near 
future. 

Time alone will indicate whether or not the 
long-distance buses will become dangerous 
competitors of the railroads. Thus far the 
buses have bad an advantage in that they are 
novel. In New England this summer travel 
by bus was greatly in evidence. Those who 
tried them out were enthusiastic over the new 
mode of travel. Facilities offered are fully 
equal to those offered by the standard railway 
coach. In comparison with travel by train 
it is claimed that the buses are cleaner, that 
they traverse more pleasant country, and 
that they make fully as good time. 

It seems likely, however, that the bus will 
have to face opposition from a quarter that 
thus far has not been beard from. The Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania several days ago or- 
dered an investigation of the alleged dan- 
-  gerous speeding of interstate buses over Penn- 
 sylvania highways. {f the inquiry verifies the 


 . complaints of crowding motorists off the road, 


Se exceeding speed limits, forcing drivers to work 
excessive hours and endangering passengers 
will be a recommendation for drastic 
tion a 
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ture. The present speed limit for the largest 
buses in Pennsylvania is 26 miles an hour. 

In order to compete with the railroads buses 
must drive at high speed. Everywhere the 
abuse of speed laws by bus drivers is apparent. 
Public protest against this practice is growing 
and probably drastic speed regulations will be 
enacted in several States. Long-distance bus 
lines would be badly handicapped by such 
legislation, but the lives of motorists and bus 
passengers would be safeguarded. 


MR. HOOVER’S ADVISERS. 


Mr. Hoover has disappointed some of the 
critics who suggested that his candidacy would 
run into one difficulty after another because 
of his ignorance of practical politics. The mis- 
takes that were so freely predicted have not 
materialized.

AIR WARFARE, 


Since the World War the strategy of aerial 
warfare has undergone radical change. Fight- 
ing airplanes are speedier and more certain 
than they were, and the experts have been 
forced to seek entirely new methods of attack 
and defense. To demonstrate the progress 
that has been made, the British air ministry 
several weeks ago arranged for comprehensive 
air maneuvers with London as the point of 
attack and defense. It was found that an 
attack on a grand scale could not be warded 
off. London was practically “‘wiped out.” 

Paris is now under strategic attack by some 
400 of the finest fighting planes in the world. 
Until some time Sunday the French capital 
will be under aerial bombardment. Antiair- 
craft batteries are dashing through the streets, 
attempting to repel the aerial invaders. 
Searchlights throw their beams through the 
skies, trying to spout enemy planes. Sir Samuel 
Hoare, British air minister, with a. group of 
high-ranking officers of the British army, is 
av interested spectator. The theories of de- 
fense ‘that failed during the London invasion 
are being put to another test in Paris. | 

In the United States some attention is being 
paid to the development of uew aerial! attack 
eyuipment.. The Army, of course, is keeping 
pace with the latest theories of aerial défe 
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Maneuvers of searchlight and antiaircraft bat- 
teries in and about Washington have become 
commonplace. The long-range airplane does 
not as yet constitute a serious menace to 
national security. Such planes as have been 
flown across the oceans have arrived at their 
destinations with their efficiency greatly im- 
paired. Should the United States be attacked, 
however, the enemy would concentrate upon 
obtaining an airplane base. Once a foothold 
as small as five miles square had been secured, 
fleets of airplanes could fly at will across the 
country, dropping load after load of explosives. 

The London invasion is of importance to 
the United States. The Paris experiment is 
equally so. A Similar test would not be out 
of order here. Is the United States prepared 
to repulse a fleet of 400 or more modern fight- 
ing airplanes bent upon the destruction of 
New York or Washington?

Prior to that it paid 
as low as 4 per cent. It has cash and 
securities on hand and loans to oper- 
ating accounts of over $3,000,000 in 
addition to the surplus. These sums 
are in its depreciation reserve. The 
company’s credit is unimpaired. It 
owes no money to banks; owes nothing, 
in fact, except its funded debt. 

“The merger resolution now pending 
before Congress must be disposed of 
under the terms contained therein be- 
fore June next. Congress meets in De- 
cember and will adjourn at latest March 
31 As a “matter of policy the com- 
pany’s application for increased fares 
should be postponed until the latter 
date, by which time Congress will have 
decided the merger question.” 

In reply to Fleharty, G. Thomas Dun- 
lop, vice president and general counsel 
of the Capital Traction Co., issued a 
challenge to the commission. 

“Under the law,” he said, “we are en- 
titled to a fair rate of return on our 
valuation. We never have gotten it, 
but that fact has nothing to do with 
our right to apply for it or for any part 
of it. Our earnings have fallen so that 
our investors are not getting the .in- 
come from their stock to which they 
have become accustomed and which 
they have a right to expect. Our direc- 
tors are faced with the necessity of get- 
ting for our stockholders what the law 
says they are entitled to get. .

College Honor System Fails, 
Dr. Marvin Tells Faculty 


George Washington President Holds There 
No Fear of Dishonorable Acts by Students, but 
Instructors Are Needed at Examinations. 


Should Be 


Branding the honor system in univer- 
sities and colleges a failure and ex- 
pressing the belief that there should be 
no fear of dishonorable acts on the 


part of a well-instructed class, Presi- 
dent Cloyd Heck Marvin, at the first 
meeting of the George Washington Uni- 
versity faculty, Wednesday night, de- 
clared that a student has a right to 
expect the professor to be present dur- 
ing examiantions. 

“If examinations are a part of the 
educational scheme, they must be a 
definite part of the scheme of instruc- 
tion,” Marvin said. “The student may 
want to raise a legitimate question or 
may want the counsel of the professor. 
I feel that it is best to work out a 
scheme that is based upon true co- 
operation between the instructor and 
those instructed.” 

The substitution of aptitude tests 
and measurements for the older prac- 
tice of requiring four years’ high school 
and the recommendation of the prin- 
cipal as a basis for selecting students 
for entrance, is a question for serious

A plea for the administration of 
educational and vocational guidance 
with the college was made by the 
president.
